Madison, Nov. 11.—The emergency 
fund provided by the last legislature 
to allow funds to state institutions, 
departments, etc.,, in case of emer- 
gency, has not been touched. To date 
the university is the only body which 
is asking for any of it. The Superior 
normal school wants additional funds 
for a building, but since the fund is 
only for operation purposes this does 
not come within the needs contem-! 
plated. 
The university in its budget. 


passed by the university hoard of re-! 
gents has provided for $135,000.more j 
than was appropriated'by the legisla- 
ture. This budget must be passed by 
the new state board of education be- 
fore it becomes the final financial pro- 
gram. 
If so passed the additional 
$135,000 requested will come before 
the governor, secretary of state and 
state, treasurer. 
The legislature when it passed the 
reduced appropriation for the univer- 
sity clearly pronounced that it desired 
the university to economize. The bill 
passed required economy to the ex- 
tent of keeping operation expenditures 
down almost to- the point of the aver- 
age of the preceding b^ennium. 
The 
budget passed by the board of regents 
provides for an increase, 
not 
only 
above the averat;«?. but above the ex- 
penditures of: last.year, the highest In. 
the history..of the..university. '.-•"."" 


Of the opportunities for economy 
pointed out within the last year, the 
university has scarcely taken cogni- 
zahc^. It makes no provision for the 
elimination of waste 
and 
• extrava- 
gance.. If economy and efficiency' are 
to be required this request for addi- 
tional funds should not be granted. 
Economy does not lie in pivlng in- 
creased appropriations where increas- 
es are unnecessary.

First Estimate, of' Loss of Life Proves

DESTROYED BY FIRE; 


HALF MILLION:LOSS 


John A. Roeblino & Sons Plant Burns 


Early Today.—Disbelieve Incen- 


diary Started Blaze. 
[BT ASSOCIATED PKESS.] 


Trenton, N. J., Nov. 11.—Fire that 


I started early today and burned fierce- 
ly'for more .than two hours, complete- 
ly destroyed one of the rope shop's 
of John A. Roebling & Sons company 
causing a loss estimated at half mil- 
lion dollars. 


During the progress of the flre a 
row of frame buildings on Clark street 
and running back of the frame'struc- 
ture, caught fire a number of times 
and were In danger 
of destruction 
The occupants of these houses were 
compelled to move out. Strenuous 
efforts were made by the fire depart- 
ment to save these buildings, fearing 
the flames would spread to the built- 
up section adjoining. 


Fire Gains Rapidly. 
' 
The rope mills, 
which occupied 
ground on Elmer street of about 100 
feet, ran back a distance of 700 feet 
parallel with Clark street. 
The fire 


originated in the Elm street end of 
the building, and because of • its in- 
flammable construction 
the 
entire 


was soon in flames. TJie interior of 
the mill was opened from one end to 
the 9ther and the upper floors were 
of wood and saturated with oil from 
machinery. 
Wire rope varying from 
one-sixteenth of an inch to one inch 
in diameter, and said to be used al- 
most exclusively 
for 
domestic pur- 
poses, was being manufactured in the 
shop. 


There were rumors that flre was 


of incendiary origin, due to the belief 
that the company was 
engaged in 
making material for war 
purpoces. 


Officers of the company do not oe- 
lieve this, stating because the plant 
is working night and day there would 
be little opportunity for setting the 
place on fire. 


650 Men In Shop. 


When the blaze was first discov- 
ered some employes attempted to ex- 
tinguish it, but were not successful 
There were about 650 men employed 
m the shop. 
Other branches of the 
plant will be affected by the closing 
down of this shop. 


During the 
early 
progress of the 
fire, appeals were made by the local 
flre department for outside, aid, and 
three 
cities 
nearby 
responded bv 
sending a fire company, but shortly 
before they arrived the flames were 
gotten under control and their ser- 
vices were not needed. 


In recent years the company has 
sustained heavy fire losses, the larg- 
est of which occurred last January 
when their plant was completely de- 
stroyed with a loss of $1,500 000 
The building, in which it was re- 


ported the Roeblings were planning 
to make gun barrels for war purposes, 
is located three or four blocks froni 
the scene of today's fire. It was at 
first reported this structure. had been 
partly destroyed, but it was found un- 
ture.

"The assessments made this year 
by the local assessors show that the 
totai of the amount of property was 
assessed at, in round numbers, $7,- 
000,000 more than last year.

This 
increase shows an honest effort on the 
part of. the local assessors to comply 
with the law .in the matter of assess- 
ing property at its true market value.

Wall Street Journal in commenting 
upon it, says that now that woman's 
suffrage has been decisively beaten In

important eastern 


states—New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and Massachusetts—the ad- 
vocates of woman's suffrage might 
ask themselves a few simple ques- 
tions. Do they really want equality?

Fred Rehfeld of the town of Rock, 
a member of the county board for the 
past ten years, was elected on Wed- 
nesday to the office of county high- 
way commissioner 
over Charles E. 
Moore of this city, the present incum- 
bent. Both 
Mr. Rehfeld and Mr. 
Moore had strong • .followers among 
the supervisors. 
The name of Mr. 
Moore was proposed .for ' election to 
the office with the introduction of 
that 
of 
Mr. Rehfeld. An informal 
ballot cast, showed 21 for Rehfeld and 
15 for Moore. 
On motion of Supervisor John Tul- 
lar of Evansville that the informal 
ballot be made formal, 
the 
board 
voted accordingly. 
Later resolution 
placed the 
highway ^commissioner's 
salary at $1,200 per annum and ex- 
penses. 
The board cut off an annual expen- 
diture of $600 when they voted to 
abolish the office of deputy highway 
commissioner. During the past year 
this office .was held T>y Mrs. Emma 
Moore. 
Mr. Rehfeld will assume charge of 
his new office on January first, next. 
The reports of Arthur M. Church, 
chairman of the board of trustees of 
the poor farm and asylum; of Super- 
intendent Cash Whipple, and of the 
attending physicians, Drs. J. F. Pem- 
ber and T. W. Nuzum. -were read and 
filed.

Later trie resolution for the appro- 


i priation of $15,000 for the poor farm 
and asylum was adopted.. 


Tax Certificate Interest. 
Action , without, due consideration 
proved a' 
Boomerang during th'e 
board's .session yesterday afternoon, 
arid as a result the board, after view- 
ing the matter of tax certiflcate inter- 
est, at the minimum of ten per cent, 
which they decided upon during the 
morning, reviewed the back tax prob- 
lem and finished with action -altogeth- 
er on the other aide of the fence. As 
a result the board went on record as 
favoring fifteen per cent as the most 
advisable tax interest for certificates. 
Supervisor F. R. O'Neal of the city 


of Beloit re-ooenecl the matter in the 
afternoon meeting by drawing a com- 
parison of conditions which would pre- 
vail in Rock county, similar to those in 
Racine county, if the tax certificate in- 
terest was placed at 
10 per cent. 
Over on the lake shore, he said, but 
forty per cent of the certificates found 
sale. The other sixty per cent were 
thrown back on the hands of 
the 
county. 
That such conditions were 
inevitable here, under the morning's 
action, was Mr. O'Neal's contention. 
Therefore, he moved that the matter 
be reconsidered. 


McGowan Changes Mind. 
Supervisor E. D. McGowan, who 
during'the morning meeting, advised 
the board that the low rate of interest 
would be a benefit to a large number, 
and spoke extensively favoring the 
minimum rate, evidently changed bis 
opinion during the afternoon. He 
took the floor and related that, inso- 
far as the higher interest was con- 
cerned, the additional five per cent 
over, the amount decided upon during 
tbe -morning would "make 'men pay 
more promptly." 


Supervisor Henry Ebbott of Edger- 
ton proved to be. the only member 
who voiced his opposition. Mr. Eb- 
bott claimed that it was always poor 
people and those of large families 
who- were thrown- into such condi- 
tions. 
He had sympathy for these 
and other 
victims of circumstance 
who were compelled to mortgage their 
homes and farms to meet obligations 
and he held that, under such circum- 
stances, these people could not well 
stand the additional penalty. 


County Treasurer Speak*. 
Mr.'.O'Neal took xceptlon to the re- 
marks of Mr. Ebbott and asked that 
Treasurer F. F.. Livermore be heard. 
The latter announced himself in sym- 
pathy with ' the 
statements of Mr. 
O'Neal and said that from his position 
to view local results, in cases of tax 
certiflcate interest at 10 per cent, the 
bidders drop out' of-the race unless 
interested in the mortgage, or per- 
sonally interested 
otherwise. 
Thus, 
said Mr. Livermbre, It throws back on 
the county all those certificates not 
bought .-at .10 'per. cent. 
The difference of five per cent 
makes .nothing to elaborate upon'in 
the case- of the property owner, he 
said, but it does mean something to 
the man who specializes. The larger 
number of certificates are redeemed 
within six months, he found, and the 
.interest 
difference would be 
very 
small. 
Incidentally he believed the 
return to .'the county would be more 
as contended by Mr. O'Neal. Mr. Liv- 
ermore stated that he found, after 
many tax question observations, th.at 
it required a severe clubbing of some 
people to make them toe the mark to 
pay their .taxes within the time limit 
:to eliminate the possibility of these 
'people proving themselves' a burden 
.to others.

Poor Business Venture. 


. It is not a real good business ven- 
ture for the county, to invest in. tax 
certificates for the profit there is in it.

NEW LAWS MAY STOP 


HUNTING ACCIDENTS 


Since Hunters Muit See Dear, Before 


Shooting, Expect Decrease It 


Human Deaths. 


[SPECIAL TO THE OiZEWJD] 


Rhinelander, Win., Nov. 11.—Hun 
dreds'of hunters invaded the northern 
part of Wisconsin today to take ad 
Tjantage of the first day of the open 
season for killing deer. The deer law 
has been changed so that only bucks 
can be killed. 


For the first time under Wisconsin 
game laws, it Is necessary to "see the 
horns" before the hunter can shoot 
The new law -will not only save the 
lives of the female deer, but also o: 
hunters It is believed. 
In the past, it has: been the-custom 
of hunters to shoot as soon as they 
sav anything move. In this manner 
many men were killed. 
Deer are 
reported more numerous than ever be 
fore so that the new law Is not ex- 
pected to work a great hardship on 
hunters. 
Prohibited methods of killing deer 
are:Shooting deer after dark or an hour 
before sunrise; on water or on the 
ice of any lake, pond or stream, with 
a dog or dogs; with the aid of an 
artificial ight; by placing salt in any 
place to entice the deer; by;using,a 
scaffold from which to watch for'deer. 
James Nevin, chairman of the state 
conservation commission, has- issued 
an appeal for hunters to obey the 
law. He says: 
"Every man who Is .a true sports- 
man believes in reasonable protection 
and restrictions. 
He wants to live 
up to the laws and wants every oth§r 
man to do so, whether, he is a member 
of a, conservation club or not. • If a 
live club with several hundred, mem- 
bers could be organized in every com- 
munity, each man obeying the'law .and 
reporting all violations, there would 
be fish and game for. -generations to 
come."

about us. So in this talk about ordin- 
ary coryza we are In dead earnest. 
First, what is coryza? 
It is an acute, CONTAGIOUS in- 
nammatlon of the mucous lining of 
thft nose, characterized by slight fev- 
erJShness, chilliness, sneezing, runninc i 
at the nose, stuffiness .of the nostrils! 1 
perhaps mean, dull 
headache, 
and i 
loss of smell and taste. No less than 
half a .dozen different types of bac- 
teria are known to cause attacks of 
.coryza. v-And nothing but germs can 
cause-.it/ These- so=called "colds"'-in 
'-the head that '.come:'.rand', go all In a 
day or a few " hours are not coryza; 
they are merely temporary congestion 
of the-nose and throat in'an individ- 
ual subject to chronic rhinitis or ca- 
.tarrh. Coryza is a real, serious, often 
fatal disease lasting at least three or 
four days, usually a week. 


We say coryza is often fatal. 
In 
children the various complications— 
acute middle ear inflammation (gath- 
ering in the ear, mastoiditis, bron- 
cho-pneumonia, are .what render the 
disease serious. 
In adults the acute 
frontal, maxillary or ethmoidal sinu- 
sitis so often devloping as a compli- 
cation of coryza makes the disease 
anything but a joke. Many1 a serious 
operation grows out of "just a com- 
mon cold." 


Why is coryza more frequent in 
fall, winter and spring than in sum- 
mer? Because then people are more 
confined in artificially heated houses. 
The more time one spends In 
the 
open air, regardless of weather con- 
ditions, the greater is one's 
resist- 
ance 
against 
all 
the 
respiratory 
mucus membrane 
infections, 
from 
coryza to tuberculosis, not excepting 
diphtheria and pneumonia. 
Coryza, 
like pneumonia, is a house disease, 
pure and simple. 


Prevention: Keep at least six feet 
from anybody who seems to have a 
"cold." 
No open-face' sneezing. 
Treatment: 
Go to bed. 
Take a 
dose of salts. Have a hot mustard 
foot bath in bed. 
Fast twenty-four 
hours, then take a milk and bread 
diet. If an adult, take thirty grains 
of hexamethylenamina 
(sometimes 
called formin or urotropin) dissolved 
in a glassful > of water; II a child 
from five to fifteen grains, according 
to age. Sleep in the open air or with 
all 
the 
windows 
open, avoiding 
warmed rooms, but sleep' warmly 
covered. 
Avoid coddling the nose, 
throat or chest. Wear light weight, 
knitted woolen underclothing. 
Don't 
expect to.be well inside of.four or 
five days.

FEDERAL INSPECTION 


OF THE MEAT SUPPLY 


Approximately 60 Per Cent, of Anl- 


mali Now Slaughtered Under 


'Federal Inspection. 


. Washington,' D. C., Nov. 11.— More 
than 58,000,000 meat animals were 
slaughtered la establishments. under 
Federal inspection during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1915. Since a][>r 
proximately from 58 to 60 .per cent of 
the animals Wiled In the country are 
slaughtered in establishments where 
Federal inspection is maintained, it 
appears that about 100,000,000 meat 
animals are now being killed each 
year in,the United States. 


Of the animals subjected to Federal 
Inspection, 299,968 were 
condemned 
as unfit for human use,' and 644,688 
were condemned' in part. Thus a lit- 
tle more than 1M, per cent of all the 
animals inspected were condemned 
either in whole or in part. These 
figures Include only, cattle, calves, 
sheep, goats and swine. 
. Tuberculosis was the chief cause of 
the condemnations. More than 32,644 
carcasses of cattle and 66,000 carcass- 
es of swine were entirely rejected orv 
account of this disease, and in addi- 
tion parti of 43,000 eatlte and 440.000 
swine. Hog cholera was responsible 
for the next largest loss, nearly 10i,- 
000 swine being condemned entirely 
on this account. 
The annual appropriation for the 
Federal Meat Inspection Service li 
now about $3,375,000. so that the cost 
to the "people would be between 5 and 
6 cents per animal If the service was 
confined entirely to the inspection of 
the animals and carcasses. Jn addi- 
tion, however, great quantities of the 
meat and products 'are relnspected. 
In this item there was a very consid- 
erable increase during the last fiscal 
year, tne reinspection resulting in the 
condemnation of a total of nearly 
19,000,0000 .pounds of products of "one 
kind or another, furthermore, 245,- 
000,0000 pounds of imported .meat or 
meat product* were inspected and 
more than 2.000,000 pounds condemn- 
ed or refused entry.. 
In the course of its work, the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, which. Is In 
charm of the meat inspection »ervic«, 
has discovered «. tt«w method' of de- 
stroying trichinae in pork, which is 
an .additional safeguard to human 
health. Refrigeration at "a tempera- 
ture of 5 degrees, P., or lower.,, fpjr a 
period of twenty, days will, destroy 
these parasite* which .occasionally 
give rise in-human beings, to,the seri- 
ous disease -knows -u .. tiichinaUi.
